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Who is Public Enemy Number One? 

OC prosecutor ignored key evidence to file attempted murder case involving white supremacist gangster 
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O range County prosecu¬ 
tors quietly handed white 
supremacist thug and pre-trial 
inmate Jason Fenstermacher a 
spectacular, sweetheart deal in August. It 
was a fitting coda to a career in crime that 
began in 2002, when the heroin-addled 
car thief and burglar needed to toughen 
his image as a 
scared, 21-year-old 
newbie in a Califor¬ 
nia prison. 

Back then, Fen¬ 
stermacher burned 
plastic, trapped 
the soot, mixed in 
mouthwash and, 
using the battery- 
fueled motor from 
a dismantled tape 
player, converted 
the shaft of a pen 
into a sharpened tool that ejected ink for 
a conspicuous neck tattoo: “OCS.” Wear¬ 
ing the Orange County Skins tattoo was 
reward for Fenstermacher committing 
assaults and stabbings for the gang, and 
over the years, he inked his body with 
other symbols, including a pro-Adolf 
Hitler swastika and the words Driven by 
Hate, another less-than-subtle hint about 
his contempt for non-whites. 

Increasingly skilled in hoodlum arts, 
Fenstermacher in 2007 moved up to join 
the ranks of Public Enemy Number One 
Death Squad (PENl or PENI), a more 
powerful, OC-created, criminal outfit. 

But he faced a dilemma. What to do 
about that OCS tattoo that robbed him of 
PENl’s more-lethal stature? He couldn’t 
wear turtlenecks in a group that prefers 
to don wifebeaters while they ingest 
methamphetamine and grunt to screech¬ 
ing white-power tunes. So Fenstermacher 
altered the “OCS” to “PDS” for PENl 
Death Squad. 

He wasn’t just into symbolism. The con 
eventually served as a willing assassin for 
the Aryan Brotherhood that enjoys supe¬ 
riority over PENl because its members 
are more criminally insane. In June 2007, 
two white supremacists—Jeffrey Paxton 
and Sam Hardcastle—held fellow Chino 
State Prison inmate Joseph Govey while 
Fenstermacher repeatedly stabbed the 
target in the neck and head, according to 
court records. 

The attempted murder failed, but 
not for a lack of effort. The shank—the 
thug brought a plastic one because a 
prison guard tipped him off that metal 
detectors would be in use to get to the 
yard—broke off in the victim’s head dur¬ 
ing the gruesome assault. For unknown 


reasons, prison officials, who’d collected 
evidence of the attempted killing, didn’t 
file charges. 

By 2012, Jim Mendelson, an Orange 
County district attorney’s office (OCDA) 
prosecutor, knew Fenstermacher had 
tried to kill Govey, but he didn’t care. A 
gruff, near-permanently scowling ex-mil- 
itary officer, Mendelson wanted to inflict 
as much criminal-justice pain as possible 
on Govey, who was then back inside the 
Orange County Jail after a wild car chase 
in 2011 ended in a gun-possession charge. 
The prosecutor’s beef? According to 
court records obtained by the Weekly, he 
believed Govey tried to arrange his mur¬ 
der in 2007. 

Normally, when basic, legal ethics 
apply, prosecutors who may have a rea¬ 
son to hold a personal grudge hand off 
a case to a colleague to escape a conflict 
of interest. Mendelson, however, wanted 
to nail his supposed stalker—and needed 
Fenstermacher to do it. Posing as a neu¬ 
tral officer of the court, the prosecutor 
went to the grand jury after Govey’s 
arrest to win an additional attempted- 
murder charge—but not involving him¬ 
self Instead, Mendelson claimed Govey 
sought to kill Marcel Irizarry, a Hunting- 
ton Beach police snitch. 

The prosecutor’s moves seemed puz¬ 
zling. He convinced the panel to indict 
Govey for ordering the Irizarry hit to 
benefit PENl. But Mendelson kept from 
jurors a crucial fact that didn’t jibe 
with his version of the truth: On unam¬ 
biguous orders from gang boss Donald 
Mazza (a.k.a. Popeye), PENl soldiers 
such as Fenstermacher had been try¬ 
ing to murder Govey for years. Indeed, 
he has somehow survived at least 
three ambushes, events the authorities 
had set the stage for by housing him 
with PENl members—despite Govey’s 
protests. Is it possible the prosecu¬ 
tor didn’t know the gang wanted this 
defendant dead? 

No. During a Jan. 26,2012, secret 
meeting inside the jail, Mendelson gave 
Fenstermacher immunity, and the hood¬ 
lum explained that Mazza used a prison 
“kite”—a tiny, scribbled note—to order 
Govey’s hit. An attending sheriff’s deputy 
asked, “Just killed?” 

“Killed,” Fenstermacher replied. 

“Really?” the deputy responded. 

“Yes. Not stabbed, killed.” 

Later, during the debriefing, Mendel¬ 
son tried to get Fenstermacher to change 
his story to erase Govey as the intended 
victim of the prison stabbing. 

“No, [it was] Govey,” replied 
Fenstermacher. 


The deputy chimed in: “Govey—he 
wanted him killed.” 

Mendelson said, “Oh, oh.” 

Still later, the prosecutor returned to 
the subject. 

“Going back to the hit on Govey,” he 
said, “there was no doubt that was sup¬ 
posed to be?” 

Fenstermacher answered, “That [he] 
was supposed to be killed. Yes, sir.” 

After the snitch provided PENl his¬ 
tory and bragged about stabbing “a lot” of 
people, Mendelson sought wiggle room 
to justify charging his target with com¬ 
mitting a crime to benefit that gang. “Is 
[Govey] still in the hat [listed to be killed] 
to this day?” asked the prosecutor. 

Fenstermacher replied, “Yes, sir. 
Absolutely.” 

In fact, the snitch said there had been 
a PENl attempt on Govey’s life in OC jail 
showers in late 2011—after Mendelson 
had his target giving PENl orders. 

Exasperated, the law-enforcement offi¬ 
cers tried a final time to bolster their case, 
asking if orders to kill Govey might have 
been quietly rescinded. 

“Irreversible,” said Fenstermacher. 

Though an officer of the court com¬ 
pelled to protect justice and never 
sanction vigilante violence, Mendelson 
made clear he doesn’t mind assaults on 
in-custody defendants he doesn’t like. 
Fenstermacher mentioned he’d seen 
court records stating that fellow white 
supremacist Richard Alan Rainey faced 
rape-related charges. If true, Rainey 
could be assaulted for violating the gang’s 
personal code. But the prosecutor moved 
quickly to clear the neo-Nazi. 

“The attempted-rape thing,” Men¬ 
delson said during that January 2012 
meeting. “That was a momentary flash, a 
clerical error. I mean, if [Rainey] gets hit, 

I want it to be for the right reasons.” 

The prosecutor didn’t call Fenstermacher 
to testify at the grand jury against Govey, 
who denies he sought Mendelson’s kill¬ 
ing; didn’t tell the panel about the rat’s 
assertions undermining the case; and 
then, in collaboration with fellow pros¬ 
ecutor Beth Costello (who took over the 
case post-indictment), withheld records 
of the debriefing with Fenstermacher 
from defense lawyers for years. 

But the charade eventually caught up 
to the prosecutor. During Judge Thomas 
M. Goethals’ special evidentiary hearings 
in June on prosecutorial cheating. Assis¬ 
tant Public Defender Scott Sanders called 
Mendelson to testify about his conduct in 
the Govey case. 

“Now, you can point and nitpick and 
take stuff out of context,” the prosecutor

lectured Sanders. “In 20-20 hindsight, 
maybe [the Fenstermacher evidence] 
should have been out there.” 

A seething Mendelson added, “And I 
will make one thing absolutely certain for 
everybody in this room: It was not part of 
any conspiracy with the DA and the sher¬ 
iff’s [department] or anybody else to hide 
information from the defendants.” 

Actually, a different point is more cer¬ 
tain about the mess: The OCDA doesn’t 
want further embarrassment and is 
willing to drop felony cases to accom¬ 
plish that goal. On Aug. I, it saved Fen¬ 
stermacher from his third prison trip, 
freeing him with a punishment of “time 
served” in jail for assault with a deadly 
weapon and street-terrorism charges. 
The office had also previously dropped 
pending narcotics charges. 

But the biggest, inadvertent admission 
of OC’s cracked criminal-justice system 
occurred on Sept. 22. With Govey lawyer 
Renee Garcia demanding access to still- 
hidden, potentially exculpatory docu¬ 
ments and Goethals becoming impatient 
with the stalling, Costello abandoned 
Mendelson’s 2-year-old attempted- 
murder indictment against Govey. OCDA 
chief of staff Susan Kang Schroeder says 
the move wasn’t an admission of mis¬ 
conduct, but rather the result of a judge 
improperly ordering the surrender of 
sensitive informant records that could 
jeopardize the lives of snitches. And the 
beat goes on....

HANDMADE WEIRDNESS BIRTHED 
FAME, FORTUNE AND A FESTIVAL

G n a hot October afternoon inside Growl¬ 
ers keyboardist Kyle Straka’s stuffy Costa 
Mesa apartment, all the band can manage 
to do is stare at one another and laugh. 
Rock stars are supposed to come home 
from tour with normal things—broken guitars, 
hardcore drug addictions, venereal diseases. 

But seriously, scabies? 

The previous night, Straka and the band’s tour 
manager came down with a bad case of burrow¬ 
ing skin mites—apparently the result of trying on 
some less-than-sanitary threads at a San Anto¬ 
nio thrift store. This is unfortunate news to the 
band’s gangly bassist Anthony “Anstonio” Braun 
Perry, who just realized he used one of Straka’s 
towels to take a shower in the apartment. He 
gulps heavily as his skin turns pale with dread. 

“Dude, I used it on my face,” he moans. “Oh, 
my God, fucking gross!” 

His hands slowly cover his wispy mustache, 
thumbs gripping the curtains of his mussed, long 
brown hair. 

Standing in the open doorway, lead singer 
Brooks Nielsen whips up a plan as he tussles his 
oily brown hair. 


‘Tou’re fine, ’Stonio. Come on—we can’t sit in 
here, or we really will get it.” 

Nielsen motions for tall, tan drummer Scott 
Montoya and Perry to hustle downstairs to take 
refuge in a flotsam-filled garage. It’s a safe enough 
distance from the creepy crawlies in Kyle’s apart¬ 
ment. Eventually, guitarist Matt Taylor wanders 
into the powwow, barefoot and in blue jeans with 
a white tee, a woman’s hoop earring dangling 
from his left ear. 

The garage is awash with surf-bum chic. Glit¬ 
tery sombreros collide with psychedelic para¬ 
phernalia and tool boxes on shelves covered by 
multicolored tagging. Mariachi music from a 
crappy car stereo echoes through the nearby alley 
in the blue-collar Mexican neighborhood. Nielsen 
sighs and takes a long drag from his cigarette. 

“It’s not anyone’s fault but mine, but the con¬ 
cept of time off is completely gone for me,” he 
says as smoke drifts toward the ceiling. “It’s got¬ 
ten a little out of control, but I’m used to it, comes 
with the territory. I’ve kind of programmed 
myself to do this.”

ight now, Nielsen seems to be 
at odds with the slacker surf- 
punk aesthetic his band have 
cultivated over the past eight 
years. But three albums and a 
few handfuls of EPs later, lack of time in 
the water for these South County beach 
rats is a small price to pay for success. 

The Growlers’ dedication to hand¬ 
made weirdness is a big part of why 
they’ve gotten where they are—in a 
blur of festivals, tours, album sales, TV 
appearances and hard-partying fans 
around the world. It’s also why it has 
taken them so long to get there. 

They were never interested in the 
route of the conventional band. Ele¬ 
ments of surf beat, reggae, dub and 
country provide a backdrop for their 
cross-dressing freakiness, insane house 
parties, and lyrics about death and 
vice. But for the past several years, 
their DIY-ness has run parallel to Ful¬ 
lerton’s garage-pop wunderkinds at 
Burger Records, both chosen to break 
big and update the world on the hipness 
of Orange County music. Their songs 
capture the forgotten underbelly of our 
beach cities—golden shores that pro¬ 
duced the Hippie Mafia, sordid prostitu¬ 
tion rings and world-class barbiturates. 

For the past few years, the vibe 
has culminated in their annual Beach 
Goth festival, a bacchanal imagined 
by Growlers fans and sustained by the 
band’s tireless efforts to coordinate 
the whole damn thing. With help from 
the Observatory, this year has turned 
out to be the biggest one yet. Perform¬ 
ers range from OC art-punk duo the 
Garden to pop punkers Joyce Manor 
and GZA of the Wu-Tang Clan. Picture 
a Halloween masquerade party fueled 
by black lights and acid. Throw in 
more than three dozen eclectic, crazy 
acts on three stages and an after-hours 
“Carney Barney Rave.” 

“We always gotta up the ante so that 
we’re satisfied,” Nielsen says. “And 


our being satisfied means that every¬ 
one else will be. There’s a lot of detail 
that needs to be paid attention to.” 

Along the way, things they once 
considered failures have forced the 
Growlers to toughen up. A few years 
ago, they scrapped an entire album 
produced by Dan Auerbach of the 
Black Keys. Then their beloved band 
house burned to the ground. It has 
been up to them to find the silver lin¬ 
ing in all these storms to keep them 
going. A couple of weeks from now, 
they’ll be hurtling back home from 
the final leg of their latest tour, and a 
hometown welcome and another huge 
Beach Goth fest awaits them. After 
months of planning and scrambling, 
all that’s left to do is pull it off. 



efore they were the Growl- 
1 M ers, back in 2006, Nielsen 
and Taylor were two kids 
A M from Dana Point who 
^^^^^Lwanted to start a band to 
play parties, shotgun beers and get laid. 
They recruited friend Brian Stewart 
to play drums and Clark Davison on 
keys. Nielsen sang; Taylor played guitar. 
“I couldn’t even play guitar when we 
started,” says Taylor. 

They are the first to admit they were 
shitty musicians. Speaking of shit, the 
term “growler” is a slang word Nielsen 
and Taylor invented for taking one. As 
with every other song or album title 
they’ve come up with, the name started as 
a joke and somehow managed to stick. 

At the time of the band’s formation. 


Nielsen worked with his father clean¬ 
ing fountains. Taylor was a straight-edge 
kid who worked in an art gallery. They 
practiced a sad mishmash of Grateful 
Dead and ’70s punk covers in a utility 
warehouse owned by Nielsen’s dad. By 
their early 20s, they’d moved around a bit, 
adding and subtracting members as they 
shuffled between Dana Point, San Clem¬ 
ente, Long Beach and Westminster. Living 
together throughout these moving stints 
ensured they would have no excuse to not 
play music together. 

“We used to take a bunch of acid and 
sit in a room in our studio in Westminster 
and hang out and get closer as friends and 
record ever 3 ^hing,” Stewart says. “Some¬ 
times, it worked; sometimes, it didn’t.”

Membership Club 
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Decades of sun-baked beach living 
resulted in a Doors-y surf-rock sound- 
burbling reverb and shiny Ray Manzarek- 
style keys. The foursome played shows 
dressed as a pack of thrift-store hobos to 
crowds of swaying, South County kids. 

‘We were just kinda being jocks in the 
beginning,” Taylor says. “We wanted to 
party and play and see what happened. 
And from having success with it, we real¬ 
ized we could go somewhere cool with 
our style.” 

But their reputation in OC didn’t really 
start until they moved to Costa Mesa. 
Drawn in by the music and surfing scenes 
at the time, the band befriended popular 
dudes such as pro surfer Alex Knost. 

Their beach-kid swagger and dirtball 
antics made them favorites in a hard-par¬ 
tying click including Knost’s band Japa¬ 
nese Motors, My Pet Saddle and Dahga 
Bloom (formerly Living Suns). 

“They were always crazy,” Dahga 
Bloom keyboardist Lucas Drake says. 

One night, the band pulled up drunk to a 
Teutonic karaoke bar in their dilapidated 
ice-cream truck, their communal band 
ride at the time. Sitting at the bar, Nielsen 
whipped out his junk and started pissing 
in a beer glass and setting it on the bar top. 

The old German guy who ran the place 
wasn’t pleased. “He throws the beer right 
in Brook’s face,” Drake recalls. “The band 


were laughing, and the old man is like, 

‘Get the fuck outta here! Pissing in my bar, 
you fucking scum punk!”’ 

While the privilege of pla3dng OC’s top 
venues was something most bands fought 
over, the Growlers were more interested in 
playing DIY house parties at their infamous 
warehouse on 16th and Superior in Costa 
Mesa. It was a giant bohemian monstrosity 
full of people living commune-style. “Even¬ 
tually, there were so many people living 
there and so many people there every day, 
we got kicked out,” Montoya says. 

Their shows got so big that nearby 
clubs called the cops on them to shut their 
parties down, only to turn around and 
offer them slots at their venues. Avalon 
Bar’s late owner and legendary punker 
Mike Conley took an instant shine to the 
Growlers and offered them a residency. A 
few insanely packed shows there earned 
them a step up to packed weekend slots at 
Detroit Bar across the street. 

By 2008, the band were working on their 
first recording. Greatest Hits (also known 
as the Greatest sHits). It was basically a 
25-track demo of songs, random sounds, 
odds and ends that former Weekly music 
editor Dave Segal once described as “an 
archival clearinghouse of ideas.” They hired 
future bassist/drummer Scott Montoya 
along with one of his friends to record them. 
They ended up clashing with Montoya’s 
buddy over the sound recordings, trashing 
them and asking Montoya to rerecord them. 

When their keyboardist suddenly left 
the band, the Growlers recruited Montoya 
as a bassist to fill in the sound. Over the 
next few years, their childish attempts to 
capture the warm, woozy tunes on 2-inch 
tape became their stock-in-trade. In eight 
months, they recorded eight lo-fi releases 
known as The Couples EPs, each one 
hand-pressed with Taylor’s original cover 
art and distributed at shows. The stress 
caused Nielsen to suffer from shingles, 
but audiences loved them. Nielsen’s voice, 
wise and weathered beyond his years, 
found its stride on songs such as “Sea Lion 





























Goth Blues”—hypnotic, sorrowful and 
comforting all at once. 

T he band did (and still do) 

give Nielsen shit for writing 
so many songs about death. 
But those dark lyrics helped 
to coin the next joke term 
that started to follow them around: Beach 
Goth. After they were done laughing at it, 
it actually did seem to fit. 

“It was an obvious thing; we were 
making beach songs about death or dark 
things,” Nielsen says. 

But in another sense, the phrase is an 
easy, dumb way to explain the fact these 
weren’t the typical breed of surfer jocks 
they’d always been surrounded by. The 
band was their best attempt to express 
themselves and just be different. It wasn’t 
anything they expected the world to see. 

“I don’t know what it looks like from 
the outside ... Dogtown or something,” 
Nielsen says. “To me, it just feels natural. I 
can’t deny that Beach Goth really is some¬ 
thing that defines the Growlers.” 

Montoya has his own explanation 
for why the band like the term Beach 
Goth. “Those are the two hottest types of 
chicks,” he says. 

T he rumble of skateboard 

wheels echoes in the darkness 
in an underground concrete 
drainage tunnel in Laguna 
Canyon. At the mouth of it, 
the Growlers sit in a cluster, armed with 
cold 40s of Brass Monkey. Their catcalls 
to friend and fellow skater Bradley Cole¬ 
man ricochet loudly as he carves toward 
them, up and down the sides of the tunnel. 
The rumbles get louder until he gets high 
enough to wallride over them, ’80s Tony 
Hawk style. Coleman is wearing a cheap 
skeleton costume; his long red hair whips 
behind him. A photographer flashes just in 
time to get the shot. 

“Ohhhhhhh!” everyone yells. 

The band brought a cute female model 
with them. She is dressed as a chola: glossy 
lips, high-waisted slacks and an open flan¬ 
nel shirt with only a black bra underneath. 
As dusk creeps in, the band are getting 
drunk, playing grab ass and scribbling pervy 
slogans and stoner murals near the tunnel 
with neon sidewalk chalk. They’re in an old 
skate spot Nielsen used to frequent, a grimy 
street scene pitted in the center of plush 
South County, an area stacked with wealth. 

Their exposure to vatos and good-time 
gangsters was something they picked up 
when they briefly lived in Long Beach in 
2004. There, they hooked up with old Dana 
Point pal Warren Thomas, who moved 
there to play with his band the Grand Ele¬ 
gance. At the time, Thomas lived in a blue, 
four-story Victorian madhouse called the 
Booby Trap on Long Beach Boulevard and 
Seventh Street. He wasted no time taking 
the Growlers under his drunken wing. 

“Long Beach was an exciting place at that 
time,” Thomas says. “It was still dirty; it still 
had that grime, this risky, lively in a danger¬ 
ous and artistic way.” 

His band’s mix of Johnny Cash country 


and swaying, psychedelic rock struck a 
chord with the Growlers who adopted that 
style into their surfy sound. 

Years later, after the Growlers moved 
back to OC and attracted enough atten¬ 
tion to be approached by LA’s Everloving 
Records, they released Are You In or Out?, a 
lo-fi mixtape of their best songs packaged as 
an album. Songs such as “Beach Rats,” “Salt 
on a Slug” and “One Million Lovers” were 
soon crowd favorites during the band’s 
extensive cross-country tours. 

They even had some famous fans. Actor 
Bill Murray garnered the Growlers a little 
extra press by making head-bobbing cameo 
appearances at a number of their shows. 
And there was the Black Keys’ front man 
Dan Auerbach’s offer in 2010 to record 
with the band, whose lineup at that point 
included Kyle Straka on keys, Pat Palomo 
on bass and Montoya on drums. While 
flattering, the union with Auerbach at his 
vintage Easy Eye recording studio in Ten¬ 
nessee was short-lived. 

'We brought in too much material, I got 
cold feet, and I didn’t like the direction it 
was going in,” Nielsen says. ‘We were just 
so used to being in the garage.” 

After several months and much antici¬ 
pation for their “breakout album,” Hung 
at Heart, the Growlers parted ways with 
Auerbach and redid the album themselves 
with eccentric Costa Mesa legend Mike 
McHugh. The process taught the band that 
sometimes they had to accept outside help. 

“Letting go of the responsibility and 
some of the stuff that I really like doing is 
kinda bittersweet,” says Montoya. “It’s like, 
‘Okay, you can have it, but take care of it.’” 


efore their two-day drive to 
I M Canada, the band are barreling 
toward the desert in a 2006 
1 M white Ford shuttle bus. The 
first stop is at a spot called 
Frank’s Place in Fresno, with fellow head¬ 
liners the Garden. The seats in the bus have 
been gutted and replaced with jerry-rigged 
bunk beds; red lounge cushions with an 
anchored table and two chairs sit behind 
the driver seat. Band members are strewn 
throughout the back while their tour man¬ 
ager and photographer Taylor Bonin, a tall, 
lanky blond surfer, takes the wheel. 

Their former ride—a giant school bus 
with “California Church Teen Choir” 
spray-painted on the side—sits parked near 
Straka’s apartment. They don’t take that 
one on the road anymore, since it attracts 
too much attention from fans who want to 
party inside, take pictures and stow away. 
One guy even snuck in and fell asleep; the 
band drove with him in the back and didn’t 
notice until three states later. 

Also on the bus is Growlers’ longtime 
friend Alex Mars. Few might recognize 
the short bleached-blond dude without his 
make-up on. For the past several months, 
he has been rolling with the band dressed 
as a drag queen, known as DMTina. It’s not 
exactly a conventional gig for a straight, out- 
of-work actor. But that didn’t stop him from 
taking the call when Nielsen asked him if he 
wanted to go on tour.

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“I just showed up, put on my game face, 
and got drunk and had fun,” Mars says. “It’s 
been a really lucky experience, I think,” 
adding that he’s hooked up with more girls 
as a drag queen than he has during the rest 
of his life. 

The title of the Growlers’ new album 
and the basis of their current tour, Chinese 
Fountain, flirts with the idea of luck in the 
music business. And in a way, there was a lot 
of luck happening around them at the time 
they recorded it—their first fully completed 
attempt at recording in a modern studio with 
their manager, J.P. Plunier, co-founder of 
Everloving who is used to working with art¬ 
ists such as Don Cavalli and Jack Johnson. 

It’s also the first album the/ve made 
since the December 2012 electrical fire that 
caused their house to burn down. The pad 
never stood a chance. It was a giant, poorly 
maintained, surf-green abode with all sorts 


of frayed wiring and ancient recording 
equipment in the center of a big boat junk¬ 
yard. It always seemed one spark away from 
a blaze, which finally happened while the 
band were away one evening. 

“I went to dinner and came back, and 
there were, like, 15 to 20 fire trucks and the 
building was on fire,” Nielsen says. 

Montoya describes the fire as one of the 
scariest things he has ever seen. “A couple 
of people ran in there and got burned pretty 
bad,” he says. “I managed to save all the 
Growlers songs on the hard drives; that was 
all I cared about.” 

With another tour scheduled a few 
weeks later, there was almost no time to 
grieve. After that, they packed up, went 
on the road and have rarely been home 
since. (They did manage to sell a lot of their 
burned band merch on eBay.) Nielsen ref¬ 
erences the ordeal in the sobering reggae- 
tinged track “Going Gets Tuff”: “No home 
since the fire/Me and the ash can’t settle 
down/I’m unsure of where I’m bound, so I 
sink another round.” 

At first listen, the new album sounds 
uncharacteristically clean. It even drew 
some Internet backlash because of the 
disco-sounding title track and the polished 
vocals. There are times when some of the 
songs don’t translate as well when sprayed 
with a pop-record sheen. But for the most 
part, the cadre of new songs is in line with 
what the Growlers have always done. 

At the shows like the one the band played 
in Fresno, however, the response has been 
overwhelmingly positive—and rowdy. 


Backstage, the band members prepare 
by sipping whiskey and throwing on some 
shiny matching Members Only jackets. 
Holding up a compact mirror. Mars is busy 
becoming DMTina, balancing a lit cigarette 
in his red lips and rocking a gold, sequined 
fuck-me skirt and a retro. Divine-style wig. 

As the lights dim, he trots out to get a 
club full of Fresno fans all riled up. 

“You want the Growlers?!” DMTina 
shouts. The surprised crowd roars and 
raises their glasses. “You’ll Get the Growl¬ 
ers... when I say sol” After being warmed 
up by Tina’s ass-slapping cabaret, strip 
teasing and stage diving, the Growlers are 
ready for action, as they launch into the 
song “Gay Thoughts.” 

The dragon heads and other Far Fast 
regalia onstage contrast the bouncy. West 
Coast wash of percussion and spangly 
guitar of the band’s song “Big Toe.” Unsur¬ 
prisingly, the live renditions of Chinese 
Fountain tracks fit seamlessly into their 
massive catalog as Nielsen sways to rolling 
rhythms, shouts echoing into a reverb¬ 
laden microphone. Toward the end, 
DMTina runs back onstage to do some 
stage diving and surfing on a giant cooler 
lid. The excited crowd lifts him a little too 
high, smashing his head through one of the 
brittle ceiling panels as the band members 
laugh at their goofball buddy. 

The Growlers know that sometimes you 
need a drag queen to get a crowd going. Just 
as sometimes you need an outside producer 
in the studio or some extra minds or pairs of 
hands helping with the Beach Goth party. 


For the Growlers, growing up means 
asking for help, and modifying the band’s 
staunchly DIY approach to things. Maybe 
one day that will mean going old-school 
and spending months in the studio with 
a producer to whittle down their mass of 
songs to a precious few that hit all the right 
notes. But for now, they’re more worried 
about their hometown festival, just days 
away. Every waking hour on the bus not 
spent partying is dedicated to obsessing 
over the details of Beach Goth, right down 
to their entrance. 

“Maybe we should have an orchestra in 
the pit and have ’em play a few of our songs 
before we start,” Nielsen says. “That could 
be cool, right?” 

“No, dude,” Taylor says. “Are you kid¬ 
ding? That’s like the most conceited thing 
we could possibly do.” 

The pair immediately laugh off the idea. 
A stuffy, grandiose entrance has never really 
been their style. At a certain point, they 
understand that all the hype and bluster 
in the world doesn’t mean anything if the 
band’s vision and integrity aren’t intact. 
Everything else that stresses them out even¬ 
tually just rolls off their back like waves on 
the shores of their hometown. 

“I always had a fear of us getting too big 
too quickly, and we made a lot of decisions 
to make sure that didn’t happen,” Nielsen 
says. “There’s times where I know we could 
be making more money. But we chose to do 
this, and we chose this path, and we’re still 
proud of what we’re doing.”

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Where There’s Smoke 

Restauration is truly retro, with great food and a pretty patio on which to eat it

T he closer you get to Restaura¬ 
tion, the more you smell the 
sweet wood smoke that snakes 
out of its tall chimney stack. 

It’s a wonderful scent, a scent that says 
something rustic, something special is 
being made, even if the oven the chimney 
is attached to is used mostly for pizzas. 
More than anything, the smell promises a 
back-to-basics neighborhood restaurant 
and diner of the kind before the Chili's 
and Denny's of the world commoditized 
the experience with picture menus and 
reheated food. 

It reminded me, strangely, of my child¬ 
hood in Indonesia, where the same smell 
emanating from the wood-fueled stoves 
of street vendors permeated the evening 
air with the promise of something imbued 
with that flavor. But Restauration's food 
and space could only happen on Retro 
Row, which keeps solidifying its reputa¬ 
tion as Portland-by-the-Sea. 

When you go, you see that Restauration 
is divided into two parts: a diner straight 
out of an Edward Hopper painting hacked 
with fluffy pillows, and an outdoor patio 
area shaded with sails and a wall of pots 
in which herbs are grown. And then 
there's that oven, which owners Dana and 
Rob Robertson didn't hide away in the 
small kitchen, but rather installed in the 
open. It's not the sturdy concrete dome 
anchored into the foundation at Mozza's, 
but rather something that resembles a 
put-together art-school project made with 
two-by-fours and held up by stilts. 

Still, it's a workhorse. One morning, I 
saw a whole tray of small potatoes pulled 
from it. Later, I would recognize those 
potatoes on my plate, now sliced into 
coins, sprinkled with spices and sizzled 
as a side for an omelet, the spuds exud¬ 
ing the same smoky sweetness I smelled 
earlier. But the omelet was great, too. 
Called the Whitson, our server said it's 
one of the restaurant's most popular 
brunch dishes, second only to the huevos 
rancheros. The egg is cooked thin and 
folded over the filling as though a tortilla 
on a taco. And it almost was a taco, with 
stringy but tender strips of braised beef 
short rib that seemed to have attained 
the coveted edges of griddle-crisped 
carnitas. Also inside: caramelized onions 
and a sprinkle of white Cheddar slowly 
melted, all of it straddling the line sepa¬ 
rating morning and evening food that I 
never thought to ask for Tabasco. Along¬ 
side that was a thimble of tangy chutney 
I slathered all over the grilled toast and 
on what was left of the egg after the fill¬ 
ing was gone. With most of the breakfast 
dishes here, there's no need or room for 


even Tapatio or Sriracha. 

The house potatoes I would see again 
in the huevos rancheros, tucked into a 
small mountain constructed of coarse 
homemade corn tortillas and a fried egg 
bleeding its yolk onto the plate. It's also 
here where the rest of the disparate com¬ 
ponents of roasted-tomato salsa, black 
beans and chunks of avocado somehow 
came together to form a unified, soupy 
sauce so precious I had to ask for a spoon 
to scoop up every drop. Also, somewhere 
in between shoveling spoonfuls of it 
into my mouth, I encountered a bay leaf, 
which endeared me to the dish's hominess 
even more. 

If you want something sweeter, there's 
a French toast made from English muf¬ 
fins—perhaps the best French toast in 
Long Beach not made by Starling Diner. 

It comes in a four stack, each round 
thick, moist, smeared with mascarpone 
cheese and tasting closer to freshly made 
aebleskivers than French toast. This is 
what happens when you soak an English 
muffin, with its inherent porousness, in 
egg and milk—it's pure magic. 

You could come to Restauration at din¬ 
ner time, when the strung-up lights lend 
a romantic mood and the kitchen takes 
the same short ribs used for the Whitson 
omelet and cooks them with kale, tomato

sauce and a ricotta-rich gnocchi that 
squishes softly between your teeth before 
it melts. Or you could order one of those 
wood-fired pizzas with more of the short 
ribs, a roasted peach and blue cheese. 

And for sharing around the table, there's 
a dish of lightly battered and fried white 
shrimp that are sprinkled with mint and 
sesame, then served with half a lime and 
a spicy aioli. Also great: the seared Pacific 
albacore that comes in a puddle of gazpa- 
cho that can turn anything it touches into 
something delicious. 

But the best time to come is brunch. 
There will be gay couples, straight cou¬ 
ples, hipsters, old fogeys, everyone engag¬ 
ing in the kind of conversation and laugh¬ 
ter that's fueled by bottomless mimosas 
and the promise of a leisurely weekend 
afternoon. And as you leave, you'll catch a 
whiff of that sweet smoke and the memo¬ 
ries it brings ... of the food you had just 
minutes before that you already miss.

W hat the hell is it with Colombian res¬ 
taurants? Two years ago, there was 
but one spot to serve OC's largest South 
American community; now, four dot the 
county, from Orange to Huntington Beach, 
Laguna Hills to the latest entry: La Colombi- 
ana in San Clemente. 

It's the least likely entry in the bunch, as 
the audience is mostly middle-aged gaba- 
chosm resort wear and beach bums. For the 
unadventurous, the owners offer decidedly 
un-Colombian dishes such as pancakes and 
a breakfast burrito, and the beer-and-wine 
list is more extensive than the dishes. That 
said, this elegant dive doesn't dumb down its 
food at all. They offer the Colombian combo- 
plate classics known as the bandeja paisa 
and sobrebarriga (basically, meat upon meat 
upon meat upon starches) and sancocho, 
the Colombian yucca soup that's akin to 
sipping on the most delicious blanket of your 
life. Arepas are made to order and perfect: 
slightly blackened on the outside, moist on 
the inside, as bulky as a rice cake but far 
richer. Knowing its audience. La Colombiana 
doesn't stop serving breakfast until 2 p.m., 
the better for eaters to enjoy Colombian 
desayunos such as calentado, a deceptively 
simple bowl of white rice, pinto beans, a 
fried egg and a Colombian-style chorizo. But 
top it all with a tart aji, and the dish soars like 
the Cordillera Central. 

Surprisingly, for this lifelong North OCer, 
La Colombiana's customers love it all. They 
scarf up the bandeja paisa and take home 
by the dozen bocadillo, a slice of guava 
paste topped with an unapologetically 
salty slab of cotija cheese. Every time I go, 
the chatty Eddy Bashoor, the mother of 
the restaurant's owner who lords over the 
open kitchen, apologizes for being out of 
buhuelos (fried cheese rolls), talks out loud 
about how her fluffy tamales are about to 
sell out, cracks jokes with the clientele and 
works the room as though someone a third 
her age. This is a gem of a place worthy of 
the long drive to the Spanish Village by the 
Sea—and besides, you know a restaurant 
is legitimately colombiano\f it's bumping La 
Sonora Dinamita nonstop. But would it hurt 
to include Fruko y Sus Tesos?

Truth-Tellers in Exile 


RADIUS TWC 


Citizenfour captures urgent, nerve-racking history in progress

D irector Laura Poitras’ Citi- 
zenfour boasts an hour or 
so of tense, intimate, world¬ 
shaking footage you might not 
quite believe you’re watching. Poitras 
shows us history as it happens, scenes of 
such intimate momentousness that the 
movie's a must-see piece of work even 
if, in its totality, it's underwhelming as 
argument or cinema. 

Here's Edward Snowden, Glenn 
Greenwald and, offscreen, Poitras herself, 
holed up in a Hong Kong hotel room, 
plotting the revelation of the National 
Security Agency's spying on our phone 
calls, emails, Web searches, Amazon 
purchases and everything else. Here's 
Snowden the activist conferring with 
Greenwald the journalist about how to 
make the story about Snowden's leaks 
rather than Snowden himself. And here's 
Poitras—journalist and activist—cap¬ 
turing their elation, their seriousness, 
their idealism, their spy-story jitters. 
Snowden unhooks a land-line telephone 
from the wall, explaining that even with 
the receiver down, a dedicated snoop 
could listen in; later, he huddles with his 
laptop beneath a blanket as he enters the 
password for an NS A database he's min¬ 
ing for documents. A couple of days in, 
a fire alarm clangs, and for a heartbeat, 
nobody breathes: Are the powers that be 


trying to flush them outside? 

The planning is both thrilling and 
mundane. Snowden explains the massive 
scale of government spying, with the sto¬ 
len files to back it up, but also lectures 
Greenwald about not keeping the same 
sensitive SD card jacked into his laptop 
for months at a time. Trim and proud, 
given to stiff pontificating, Snowden 
relishes this seizing of history, just as 
Poitras' camera relishes him. He's is the 
outsider hero he has imagined willing 
himself into becoming. 

But then, once Greenwald publishes 
his first Guardian story on Snowden's 
revelations, we see cracks in the whistle¬ 
blower's principled serenity. Even before 
he has claimed public responsibility, 
his girlfriend back home is being inter¬ 
rogated. His voice scrapes in his throat 
as he tries—and fails—to describe to 
Poitras the difference between know¬ 
ing this might happen and knowing 
she's actually going through it. Soon 
after that, Greenwald interviews him, 
on camera, introducing Snowden to the 
world—and removing him from it. Con¬ 
demning yourself for a cause you know 
to be just is still condemning yourself, 
and by his last day in that hotel room, 
Snowden appears wan and harried, his 
face breaking out. Just watching, you 
might feel the same. Soon, that phone- 


plugged back in, for some reason—won't 
stop ringing, and Snowden realizes his 
freedom is now dependent on people 
who don't take it as seriously as he does: 
Witness the Hong Kong lawyer who 
suggests that Snowden could just cross 
town in a cab. 

Poitras steeps us in these scenes. As 
in her previous films The Oath and My 
Country, My Country, she's adept at 
illuminating multiple angles of com¬ 
plex, even prickly people. Here, though, 
she's a convert rather than a journalist, 
and she never bothers with some of the 
basics: The film takes as its given the 
NS As perfidy and Snowden's heroism, 
offering little to persuade anyone uncon¬ 
vinced of either. More troubling, here 
Snowden never faces any tough ques¬ 
tions about which documents should 
be released and to what end—he's the 
expert, and Greenwald is trying to keep 
up. Citizenfour marvels at what it could 
be probing. 

The final reels, once Snowden is 
whisked to Russia, are a chase-the-news 
hodgepodge in which Poitras tracks her 
hero's journey—from a distance; chases 
the responses of Germany and Brazil 
to evidence the U.S. has spied on them; 
and works in some of the interviews and 
subjects she had been following for the 
surveillance doc she had been planning 


before Snowden first contacted her. Still, 
it all builds to another coup, more foot¬ 
age you can't believe exists: a reunion, 
somewhere in Russia, between Poitras, 
Greenwald and Snowden. But something 
has changed, something Poitras doesn't 
examine—now Greenwald seems the 
expert, and Snowden the guy marvel¬ 
ing at the scope of what he's being told. 
Greenwald dishes scoops (from a new 
source) so hot he can't speak them 
aloud; in mid-sentence, he'll scribble the 
key words on scrap paper that he'll later 
tear up. Snowden confirms some of what 
Greenwald shares and sometimes looks 
shaken—and not just from the exile 
these three now share. Poitras shows us 
a few of Greenwald's notes, mostly items 
that have already made the news: U.S. 
drone strikes often come from a base in 
Ramstein, Germany; the chain of com¬ 
mand on drone targeting goes straight to 
the president; the NSA's watch-list has 
well more than a million names on it. 

But even the gist and scope of the truths 
that seem to upset Snowden are with¬ 
held from us. Citizenfour asks us to trust 
that these people know what's best- 
something the NS A demands, too.

GONE GIRL Everything about Gone Girl, 
David Fincher's adaptation of Gillian 
Flynn's thriller about a deteriorating 
marriage and a wife gone missing, is 
precise and thoughtful—it's as well 
planned as the perfect murder, with its 
share of vicious, shivery delights. But 
at the end of the perfect murder, all 
you're left with is a corpse, and that's 
about all Gone Girl leaves you with, 
too. The story, as Flynn lays it out (both 
in her book and in the screenplay she 
adapted from it), is intended to be cold 
and perverse, a chilly bit of business 
exploring the ways in which men and 
women—or at least this particular man 
and woman—fail to communicate. But 
the film, while entertaining and well 
crafted, is too self-conscious about 
its depravity to be either truly disturb¬ 
ing or disturbingly funny. Ben Affleck 
plays Nick Dunne, who just doesn't 
seem to like his wife very much, as he 
makes clear in the movie's opening 
voiceover: "I imagine cracking open 
her head, unspooling her brain, try¬ 
ing to get answers." Soon that wife 
(Rosamund Pike) has disappeared, 
and the cops treat him as a suspect. 
Affleck's Nick struts through the movie 
like an Abercrombie & Fitch cave¬ 
man—his shirts are too tight, as if they 
can barely contain his muscles, or his 
pride. Pike may not be quite as well 
cast—she's so marble-smooth that her 
fellow actors don't so much interact 
with her as slide off all that polished 
golden surface—but maybe her cool¬ 


ness works in her favor. If you've 
read the book, you'll probably want 
to know that Fincher has honored all 
of its significant plot points, including 
the ending. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

THE JUDGE God save us from old coots 
and the actors who play them. Is that 
a terrible thing to say? Actors, like 
the rest of us, grow old, and there 
aren't a whole lot of good roles avail¬ 
able to them. But do we really need to 
see Robert Duvall playing a withered 
grouch for the millionth time? There's 
only so much squintin' and grousin' 
an audience can bear, and in David 
Dobkin's The Judge —a Midwestern 
drama in which bits and pieces of 
John Grisham courtroom showmanship 
bump up against Alexander Payne- 
style family angst—Duvall reaches 
new, exhausting depths of cootery. He 
plays crabby patriarch Joseph Palmer, 
a respected small-town Indiana judge 
and the father of Robert Downey Jr.'s 
Hank, a hotshot big-city lawyer known 
for keeping obviously guilty thugs out 
of jail. Hank never looked back after 


leaving the family homestead. But his 
mother's funeral draws him back, and 
he finds himself square in the beady- 
eyed gaze of old Joseph's seeming 
hatred. It turns out, though, that Daddy 
Palmer might need the help of the son 
he reviles: After possibly going on a 
bender—he's been sober for years— 
the judge finds himself a suspect in 
what may be a vehicular homicide, and 
the case against him is strong (though 
the movie fails to make us understand 
why). Nothing Downey does here is 
unexpected, and Duvall is often at his 
worst, screwing up his face in locust- 
cloud disgust whenever his most 
unloved son dares to challenge him, or 
crumpling into a total cutie-pie when 
his granddaughter. Hank's little girl 
(Emma Tremblay), asks him if he's going 
to take her out for an ice-cream cone.

deceased. Michael Cuesta's earnest, 
ire-inducing Kill the Messenger \s a 
David-and-Goliath story where truth 
is the slingshot. The giant is the CIA. 

In 1996, Webb published a thunderbolt 
piece in the San Jose Mercury News 
connecting the facts in a conspiracy 
that linked the government to the 
Nicaraguan Contras to the crack deal¬ 
ers of South Central Los Angeles. Yet 
in the two years between his piece 
hitting print and the government's mea 
culpa, Webb's career was trashed. No 
one threatens him or his family with 
violence. Instead, they destroy the man 
by destroying his credibility—and to 
an investigative journalist, the two are 
the same. Like Webb himself. Kill the 


Messenger \s a little rumpled. The film 
doesn't elevate him into a hero. He's a 
hunter, and when his rivals scrutinize 
his past, he's made enough personal 
mistakes that he's easy to discredit. (So 
have we all.) In Webb's case, he has a 
temper, he had a mistress, and when 
he gets spooked by stalkers outside 
his house, we know enough about the 
news cycle to scream, "Put down that 
gun and look normal!" For media junk¬ 
ies, Kill the Messenger plays like s&m 
porn—it hurts so good. Yet, when the 
sting fades, so does the film. It doesn't 
entirely engage, in part because it's 
so determined to correct the story that 
it can't let us explore it ourselves. (R)

Bring on the New Wave 

OCMA exhibit memorializes pioneering art misfits—but what about the present?

I hate critics who spend their review 
talking about how the curator 
should have provided an experience 
more along the lines of what they 
expected. My personal take is they should 
shut up, examine the curator’s intent, and 
then tell readers whether they delivered 
on that intent. But I’m going to go against 
my own critical dictum and eat my “do as 
I say and not as I do” cake, talk about the 
successes (and failures) of “The Avant- 
Garde Collection” at the Orange County 
Museum of Art, and then tell 
you why I wish it had been 
something different. 

Curators Dan Cameron 
and Fatima Manalili reach 
back to the original use of the 
word avant-garde (a French 
military term for the first wave 
of soldiers to go into battle), 
programming work by artists 
visionary enough to be at the 
vanguard of art movements 
over the past century. As a his¬ 
tory lesson, it’s hard to beat, 
curated with taste and thor¬ 
oughness, vast—approximately 
100 pieces, all from the muse¬ 
um’s permanent collection- 
hut how relevant is it today? 

To be fair, Cameron and 
Manalili, in their introduc¬ 
tory notes, acknowledge the 
knee-jerk reactivity of many 
past art movements (and, by 
association, some of the artists 
within those movements), with 
Cameron saying in the press 
release, “There is no longer 
an avant-garde today.” That 
statement would be a rousing 
call to arms if it weren’t utter 
bullshit and contradicted by 
the curator’s programming: 10 percent of 
the work exhibited is from within the past 
15 years. While none of the modern artists 
represented seems to be part of a specific 
movement, certainly the work qualifies 
as avant-garde—at least in the mind of the 
curators—if included in a show bearing 
that title? 

Standouts include William Powhida’s 
overtly political A Post Minimalism (2013), 
accompanied by his tongue-in-cheek take 
on the 1 percent AND commercialized 
art in the painted proposal notes; Nikki 
Pressley’s 2010 Word and its dueling cre¬ 
ation myths from the Bible and African 
folklore; Tom LaDuke’s sculpture Private 
Property (2001), its landscape of corpo¬ 
ratized human flesh (cast from his own 
body) invaded by mini power lines. All 
three artists, provocative to some degree 


or other, fit the more common usage 
of avant-garde, with the representative 
ghosts of long-buried childhood/mother¬ 
hood projected on the walls by Jennifer 
Steinkamp’s computer animation Moth 5 
(2012), certainly qualifying as innovative 
in my book. 

Not to say that the old stuff here isn’t 
great: the Goth treats of Bruce Conner and 
Gordon Wagner’s ageless assemblages, 
dating back to the 1950s and 1960s; Vija 
Celmins’ oversized acrylic-on-balsa-wood 


pop art Eraser, with its lettering faded 
where a large hand might have held it, the 
edges smoothed and discolored from use; 
Llyn Foulkes’ Abstract Cross, any potential 
figure on it obliterated with black paint 
and angry brushstrokes of gray; Frederick 
Hammersley’s 1963 oil-on-linen Come, 
its black circle embraced by three light 
blue circles on an otherwise blue canvas, 
like a dream of a post-Ferguson future; 

Ed Kienholz and Nancy Reddin Kein- 
holz’s mixed-media collaboration End 
of the Bucket of Tar With Speaker Trail 2, 
an anti-war assemblage of photographs 
and a coffin-sized bathtub holding what 
looks like charred detritus, possibly bone 
fragments, with barely audible classical 
music playing through the hiss of a broken 
speaker; the sweet contrast between the 
illuminated serenity of Robert Irwin’s 


Untitled (#2220) cast acrylic (1969) and 
the bleak, swirling morass of his Untitled 
canvas from 1960; Stanton Macdonald- 
Wright’s Untitled (Vase of Flowers) (1925), 
the recognizable flowers literally framed 
by a glaucomic blur of kaleidoscopic rain¬ 
bows, and then by the gilded frame itself; 
the unsettling, sexually charged moans 
and howls emanating from Tony Oursler’s 
installation Come to Me; or Andy War¬ 
hol’s 10 serigraphs of Chairman Mao as a 
bedazzled drag queen. 

Ironically, it’s 
the last piece (two 
decades old, yet 
feeling as fresh as 
yesterday) I saw 
that made me wish 
the curators had 
offered us more 
danger and newer 
artists, instead of 
just rehashing work 
from the museum’s 
dusty vaults, a lot 
of which anyone 
who has visited over 
the past few years 
would have already 
experienced. It’s 
Kim Dingle’s 1994 
Priss Room Instal¬ 
lation, its two smug¬ 
faced toddler girls 
standing in a crib, 
above their heads 
a dartboard with a 
nipple for a bull’s- 
eye, darts jammed 
into the wall around 
it. The floor around 
them is littered with 
disemboweled toys, 
open SKOAL cans 
and dirty diapers and the meticulous 
wallpaper behind them covered with 
scribbles and soiled with fecal matter. 

If the avant-garde was the first rush 
of soldiers into the arms of death, then I 
applaud curators Cameron and Manalili 
for memorializing them. But now it’s time 
to bury them, pat down the dirt on their 
graves—despite my love for their work, 
the Ferus Gallery gang would be a great 
start—and then put a shoulder into look¬ 
ing for the angry little anarchists toiling 
away, smearing shit in obscurity.

Little Dragon tap into their eclectic tastes on Nabuma Rubberband

Y ukimi Nagano, singer of Little 
Dragon, is kinda, sorta from 
Orange County. 

The vocalist’s SoCal roots 
is a surprising discovery, given the elec¬ 
tronic band has been Sweden’s pride and 
joy since its eponymous set came out in 
2007. Nagano was born and raised in 
Gothenburg, Sweden, to a Japanese father 
and an American mother, but as a kid, she 
lived in Orange County for a year with her 
grandparents in Santa Ana. ‘T don’t really 
have Swedish blood, but I chose Sweden 
because that’s my home and that’s where 
I was born,” she says, “but this is totally 
home to me, too.” 

It makes sense, when you consider 
how it all started for Little Dragon in 
Southern California. KCRW was the 
first station to play their breakthrough 
hit, “Twice,” off their debut. It ended up 
getting TV air time as well, featured on 
shows such as Grey’s Anatomy, Revenge 
and The Vampire Diaries. 

Fast forward seven years and three 
albums later, and Little Dragon’s slow-yet- 
steady ascent into fame has pretty much 
turned the band from huzzy to major, sell¬ 
ing out shows in venues across the United 


States. Their fourth album, Nabuma Rub¬ 
berband, is the first one on a US. label, as 
well as the first to receive marketing sup¬ 
port, Nagano says. “We’d never had that 
before; we always just toured without any 
marketing. It was just tour, tour, tour and 
word of mouth. So when we first came 
[to tour], our venues had no one, and then 
we’d come back to tour the next album, 
and venues were half-full, and we’d come 
back again on another tour, and it would 
be sold out. We definitely worked our way 
up there.” 

Bigger venues, critical acclaim and 
more fans changed certain things for 
Little Dragon: their writing style, their 
performances and their expectations 
for the band—made up of Nagano, Erik 
Bodin (drums), Fredrik Wallin (bass) 
and Hakan Wirenstrand (keyboards). 
“Music is just what we need to do,” 
Nagano says. “We love writing music 
so much that we would do it even if we 
had side jobs because that’s just who 
we are. But sometimes, there’s a certain 
amount of pressure that can be para¬ 
lyzing, but it just means it takes a little 
longer to warm up than when you had 
nothing going on, when you were just 


doing it for your soul and there were no 
fans out there.” 

One benefit of making a name for 
themselves was being able collaborate 
with people they admired, such as Dave 
Jude Jolicoeur from De La Soul, who co¬ 
wrote “Killing Me” and “Mirror.” 

“I always loved that track [‘Mirror’] but 
didn’t know how to start on it,” she says, 
“so Dave pushed me and got me creative 
on that song. 

“He’s such a fantastic writer and great 
lyricist,” Nagano continues. Dave and Lit¬ 
tle Dragon became friends on the Gorillaz 
tour and kept in touch through the years. 
“He’s one of those people I ask for feed¬ 
back and ideas, and he’s a fan of our music 
as well. It’s super-cool to have someone 
you admire and look up to give an honest 
opinion of our songs.” 

Nabuma Rubberband reflects these 
moments of maturity; unlike previous 
albums, it isn’t a set of just chill-out songs 
or dance anthems. Instead, it’s a mix of 
the dancey, rock-around-the-room songs 
(“Klapp Klapp”) and more atmospheric 
tracks such as “Mirror.” 

“For this record, we were like, ‘Fuck it, 
let’s do whatever sounds fun,”’ Nagano 


says. “If we feel like having three slow 
jams on the record, we’re not going to be 
hindered by ideas that we have.” 

And in case you were wondering: the 
phrase Nabuma Rubberband doesn’t 
really mean anything. Nabuma is an 
Ugandan girl’s name. “It was originally a 
working title for one of the songs when 
we were working on the record. We 
kept it because it sounded awesome,” 
Nagano says. 

“Those words together are an odd, 
weird combination, and we kind of 
liked that it didn’t mean anything and it 
potentially could mean ever 5 ^hing. You 
could give it its own weight: It could be 
a name, a place, a euphoric state, a feel¬ 
ing, a dance,” she continues, adding, “We 
Googled it, and nothing came up, so rather 
than having a name that’s already loaded 
with meaning, we can take over it as 
something that hasn’t been said.”

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Theories of the Genius 

With Dark Matter, GZA thinks big—really big

S ometime in the early 1970s, 

Gary Grice's younger cousin did 
something incredibly foolish and 
potentially fatal: He stuck a pair 
of metal tweezers into an electrical outlet, 
which violently shocked him, burnt his 
hand and blackened the wall around the 
outlet. A doctor later told Grice's aunt her 
son would have died if it weren't for the 
rubber sneakers he was wearing. Hearing 
about this strange turn of events intrigued 
a 7-year-old Grice. “How can rubber have 
saved him?" the now 48-year-old says. 
“Why does electricity travel through some 
things and not through others?" 

That boy would grow up to be GZA 
(a.k.a. the Genius), one of the original 
members of Wu-Tang Clan, the iconic 
Staten Island rap clique. After Wu-Tang 
forced their way into hip-hop prominence 
with 1993's Enter the Wu-Tang (36 Cham¬ 
bers), its members began to fire off solo 
albums. GZA's Liquid Swords (1995) quickly 
emerged as one of the best of the pack, 
owing to its gritty, barbed beats; inventive 
rhymes; and sordid, minutiae-heavy tales 
of crime and power. It was as close as we'll 
ever get to The Wire of hip-hop. 

The subject of Dark Matter—GZNs sixth 
solo album, which he has been working 
on for a while and anticipates arriving in 
spring 2015—is a far cry from that 1995 
tome. “It's an album inspired by science, 
physics, space, time, the beginning—a 
beginning—and a whole bunch of other 
things [such as] black holes and quasars," 
Grice says. In a 2012 Rolling Stone inter¬ 
view, he described it as “a journey of the 
universe." Music-wise, he's about 40 per¬ 
cent finished; expect hard beats, ample 
strings and an orchestral feel when it 
comes to riffs. 

Although no music from Dark Matter 
has been made public, Grice has revealed 
words from “The Spark," a track con¬ 
cerning the Big Bang Theory that begins, 
“Before space and time, thought produced 
a speck of light/It was infinitely hot, so 
extremely bright/Within the center of this 
great shining/It was massive energy, and 
it was expanding in great timing/Within 
this fireball was all of space of every special 
place with information encased/Literally, 
a beginning." It's a three-minute-long tune, 
the MC notes, about an event that occurs in 
less than a second of our time. 

In the past four-ish years, Grice has 
made a concerted effort to focus on speak¬ 
ing about hip-hop and science in higher 
institutions and other intellectual-friendly 
venues—he has been to Harvard Univer¬ 
sity and Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology—instead of writing or performing 
music. It's in places such as these that he 
has recited “The Spark"; in a recent TED

Talk, he described hip-hop as his “vehicle 
to scientific and universal enlighten¬ 
ment." He's been running Science Genius 
with Columbia University's Dr. Christo¬ 
pher Emdin; it's a program that encour¬ 
ages high school students to study and 
think about science by delivering their 
takes in rhyme. Grice has also appeared 
on culturally beloved astrophysicist Neil 
deGrasse lyson's podcast StarTalk and 
told The Wall Street Journal in 2012 that 
he's plotting a second new album—this 
one centering on ocean life, for which 
he has spoken to marine biologists and 
researchers for inspiration. 

Something happens when you are so 
dedicated to a subject. Action Bronson, 
for example, is a versatile MC, but he talks 
so much about cuisine that “food rapper" 
is inevitably going to be attached to him 
as shorthand, just as N.WA were always 
inseparable from gangsta rap, and people 
know Wu-Tang for loving kung-fu mov¬ 
ies. Grice anticipates people calling him a 
science rapper, but that's not a problem. 
Instead, he emphasizes he has been cre¬ 
ating science-referencing material for a 
while. On Legend of the Liquid Sword, he 
raps, “My universe run like clockworks 
forever/Words pulled together, sudden 
change in the weather/The nature and the 
scale of events don't make sense." 

“I'm speaking about space," Grice 
explains. “That was in 2002, so it's not new 
to me."

I t didn't take long for Omar Azizi to establish 
himself as the biggest presence in a room. 

He easily outweighed his fellow newborns in 
a LA hospital nursery, tipping the scales at 12 
pounds. Twenty-eight years later, the Irvine 
rapper known as "Big Oz" towers onstage, 
thanks to an imposing 6-foot-6,285-pound 
frame. The Afghan-American rapper now 
stands poised with outsized ambitions to chart 
a continental reach with his rhymes. 

But Azizi's pathway hasn't been without its 
obstacles. His father, who fled Afghanistan 
after the Soviet invasion, loves to sing and 
play accordion but didn't want his son to live a 
musician's life. He raised Azizi to be cultured 
while priming him for a future in politics. 

"As a kid, I wrote a lot of poetry," 

Azizi says. 

His dad introduced him to the 13th-cen¬ 
tury poet Jalal ad-Din Rumi. "He's one of the 
most amazing, inspiring poets to ever come 
out of Afghanistan." 

Growing up in the Bay Area, a teenage 
Azizi started writing rhymes, too, listening 
to all the big-name rappers emerging on the 
scene. "The Luniz's 'I Got Five On It' remix 
pulled me in," he says. 

But it wasn't until the big man from the 
bay moved to OC at 17 that he experienced 
being a true master of ceremonies. "I'm hang¬ 
ing out at a place called Coconuts with my 
friends, and they called me up on the mic," 
Azizi recalls. "I started freestyling, and all of a 
sudden, everyone's live. It was the same reac¬ 
tion I saw my father get when I was at family 
gatherings where he'd sing." 

Azizi started recording two years later with 
Aliso Black in a local group called Xtort Clan. 
Then tragedy struck: Off-duty Department of 
Homeland Security agent Douglas Bates shot 
group member Bassim Chmait in the head 
after confronting him and his friends, Azizi 
among them, in February 2005. "He died in my 
hands," Azizi recalls. 

Xtort Clan split up, and Azizi stepped away 
from the mic. But a few years later, hip-hop 
came calling, helping to pull him out of the 
malaise. Azizi started spending long nights 
in the studio propping music that would land 
him opening gigs for Planet Asia and Wu-Tang 
Clan members. 

But then death descended once more. 

"My older brother passed away two years 
ago. He had muscular dystrophy," Azizi says. 
"When that happened, I went through months 
of being depressed. A moment came when 
I realized I need to take all this sadness and 
turn it around into something positive."

On Palm Trees, an eight-song collection 
that dropped in May, Big Oz delivers battle- 
tested, feel-good rhymes. Afghan percussion 
meshes with synth beats, melding the mod¬ 
ern with traditional and clever rhymes with 
mainstream appeal, such as on "New Daze." 
And then there's "Welcome to the Juice," a 
banger that's all about OC. 

"I tried to create something to put our 
county on the map," Azizi says. It's also a 
bridge to the music he's currently fine-tuning 
in the lab. Fellow locals Kadillak Kaz, C4mula, 
Emcee Classiq and Supreme Cerebral lend 
verses on songs that, even as rough mixes, 
showcase a power to establish OC as a hot¬ 
bed of hip-hop. Azizi plans to call the effort 
"The Revolution," and it sure doesn't sound 
like a dress rehearsal. 

He has also rapped in English and Farsi 
for a song on Afghan superstar pop singer 
Habib Qaderi's upcoming album. Azizi's follow¬ 
ing that effort up with a solo track sampling 
Ahmad Zahir, the Elvis Presley of Afghanistan. 
Previewing the songs, they're primed to pro¬ 
pel Azizi to stardom among audiences of loyal 
"Afgoonz" throughout the Ummah. 

When that happens, Azizi will be OC's 
unofficial hip-hop cultural ambassador to 
the world; not quite the statesman his father 
wanted, but it's a fate he can accept after the 
Sufi mystic saw a little Rumi in his rhymes: 

"He looked at me one day and said, 'Son, this 
is a meditation, a prayer.'"
